Air Force Captain Soars 18 
Niles Info Space in Balloon

Force captain soared a record 18 
miles 
into 
space 
in a 
balloon 
flight 
Sunday.

Capt. Joe Kittinger, 28. of Hol­ 
loman Air Force Base, N. M., said 
he could see the eastern shore of 
Lake Michigan 
more than 
300 
lpiles away when he hit the record 
altitude for a balloon ascension. 
The red-haired pilot ascended to 
more 
than 96,000 feet and 
re­ 
mained aloft until he was ordered 
down because of a breakdown ' \ 
radio communications.

President 
Eisenhower’s nation­ 
wide appeal on behalf of his 71 8- 
billion-dollar budget is meeting the 
reserved 
reception 
which could 
easily have been anticipated. 
From a good many who might 
well have been figured to be in 
his comer, the question comes: 
“ Why did he wait so long to speak 
up in firm tones?” 
From those who long since have 
placed themselves in opposition to 
the Precident’s budget, the report 
is that they are still largely un­ 
moved 
Whatever merit there may be 
in Mr. Eisenhower’s arguments for 
this budget—and especially for the 
defense and foreign aid proposals 
—it is abundantly clear that he 
long ago weakened his case by his 
lack of insistence and his seem ­ 
ing willingness to tolerate sharp 
c rite is rn of it within his own ad 
ministration 
In that curious period of backing 
and filling after the budget’s in­ 
troduction in January, sentiment 
against a whopping federal outlay 
built up strongly both in Congress 
and among many citizens 
The 
mood of the country now favors 
aubstantial reduction. 
Possibly the President’s appeal 
will have a long range effect that 
today is not readily apparent, 
lf 
it does, the chances are that the 
defense program, 
for which he 
spoke most forcefully, may come 
closest to the level he seeks. 
But 
foreign aid and certain domestic 
services would appear to face hard 
going no m atter what. 
Should ,t happen that way. there 
would be some irony in the fact. 
For so thoughtful a public figure 
as the eminent scientist, Dr \ an- 
nevar Bush, no advocate of unpre­ 
paredness, has .suggested that it 
is in the defense field—the massive 
core of the b u d g e t-that real sav­ 
ings might well be made 
Bush believes that greater uni 
fication of the armed services, thus 
eliminating what he sees as quite 
wasteful competition and duplica 
tion, holds a big key to lower de 
lense spending. 
Whether or not this is the key, 
Bush has some good and responsi­ 
ble company rn believing that the 
nation s defense might be helped 
rather than hurt by reduced but 
more wisely applied expenditures. 
Unless aghter control of defense 
spending can * be developed, 
the 
ax wielder^, in and out of Congress 
will find that for the most part 
t ’ej are hacking away at govern­ 
ment s 
fringe growth. 
The big 
rock in the center will go largely 
unscathed, marred only by the loss 
of a few small chips. 
And there’s 
not much economy in small chips.

Stratton Hits 
Drift Toward • 
Public Assistance 


HARROGATE. Tenn. V - Illi­ 
nois Gov. William G. Stratton sug­ 
gested today that "thousands** of 
his state’s citizens have "refused 
their responsibility" by accepting 
public assistance under the Illinois 
public aid programs. 
The governor urged his audience 
at Lincoln Memorial 
University 
here to guard against becoming 
too "subservient" or “ dependent” 
on government, and said that ev­ 
ery right and privilege in the na­ 
tion involves a responsibility. 
Too many, he Said. “ have drift­ 
ed" from that responsibility in the 
past two decades. 
“ You must resist that drift," he 
said in a speech prepared for de­ 
li very at commencement exercises 
here. 
Stratton cited as an example of 
the “ drift" from recognition of re ­ 
sponsibility the Illinois public as

Propose New 
Office Building 
For President 


Would Ba Linked 
By Tunnel ta 
The White House 


WASHINGTON (IP — A special 
commission proposed today that 
the President move his offices out 
of the White House into a new of­ 
fice building next door. 
The new executive office build­ 
ing would be built on the site of the 
old State-War-Navy Building just 
west of the White Flouse on Penn­ 
sylvania Avenue, 
It would be in­ 
cluded in expanded White House 
grounds and linked by tunnel to 
the presidential mansion. 
The west wing 
of the White 
House, where the President and 
his top staff members now have 
offices, 
would be remodeled for 
use as guest quarters for visiting 
dignitaries. 
A second new executive office 
building would be constructed on 
the block 
immediately 
north 
of 
the old State War-Navy Building. 
It would be connected to the pro­ 
posed 
new White 
House office 
building by a tunnel. 
A commission appointed by P re s­ 
ident Eisenhower and headed by 
Washington, D. C., hanker Robert 
V. Fleming recommended the new 
building after lengthy study. 


It was charged with devising the 
best way of relieving the ovcr- 
c r o w d e d , makeshift conditions 
which have plagued chief execu­ 
tives since the federal government 
mushroomed in the 1930s. 


Would Cost $32.3 Million 


The commission considered sev­ 
en plans and .selected "Plan I ” 
as ‘ the most efficient and best 
adapted to the needs of the Pres­ 
ident." 


It would cost about $32,350,000. 
Presidential 
Press 
Secretary 
Jam es 
Hagerty said. “ We be 
lieve 
with 
the commission 
that 
Plan I is best suited to the pu r­ 
poses of the President and his of­ 
fice "

The White House staff will study 
the recommendation and may re 
quest congressional action during 
this session to start the project. 
Hagerty said even if the expan­ 
sion plan is 
adopted, 
the work 
probably could not he finished in 
time for Eisenhower to make much 
use of the new facilities before he 
leaves office in January, 1961. 
The old building to be razed now 
houses the Budget Bureau, the Of­ 
fice of Defense Mobilization and 
other executive agencies. 
There would he no exterior alter­ 
ation of the present White House 
and its east and west wings.
